Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  m^'  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  19*^1  • 

It  is  a pleasant  dutj'-  to  report  that  during 
this  year  there  has  not  been  a single  case  of  diphtheria 
notified  to  me,  thus  making  19 ‘^1  the  seventh  j^ear  in 
succession  since  the  last  case  was  notified.  This 
record  is  one  of  which  any  district  might  well  be  proud, 
but  at  the  same  time  I think  it  is  opportune  to  issue 
a word  of  warning.  This  pride  should  be  tempered  v/ith 
the  knowledge  that  "bhe  elimination  of  diphtheria  is 
conditional  upon  an  adequate  level  of  imi.iunisat ion  in 
the  child  population.  For  this  purpose  it  is  essential 
to  secure  that  not  less  than  of  babies  are  immunized 
before  their  first  birthday.  The  successful  results  of 
the  campaign  against  diphtheria  over  the  past  ten  years 
has,  I am  afraid,  lulled  many  mothers  into  a sense  of 
false  security. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  other  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

lo  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 

Chesham  Urban  District  is  situated  in  the  Oxford  Regional 
Hospital  Area,  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  delegated  the 
duty  management  of  the  local  hospitals  to  the  High  Wycombe  and 
District  Management  Committee  which  in  turn  has  delegated  day- 
to-day  administration  to  two  House  Committees.  One  House 
Ccmmittee  is  responsible  for  three  hospitals,  viz.,  the 
Amersham  General  Hospital,  the  Chesham  (Cottage)  Hospital  and 
the  Stone  Maternity  Hospital,  Chalfont  St.  Giles.  The  other 
is  responsible  for  the  Chalfont  and  Gerrards  Cross  Hospital, 
Chalfont  St.  Peter. 

Patients  suffering  fron  infectious  diseases  and  needing 
admission  to  hospital  are  removed  to  either  Aylesbury  Isolation 
Hospital  or  the  Park  Isolation  Hospital,  Reading,  according  to 
the  patient 's  residence  or  the  availability  of  accommodation  in 
either  of  these  hospitals. 

The  Booker  Isolation  Hospital  has  now  been  adapted  and  is 
used  for  non-inf ectious  categories  of  patient,  including  chronic 
sick,  for  whom  existing  accommodation  is  inadequate. 


2o  LABORATORY  SERVICES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  organised  and 
administered  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of 
Health  since  1939>  will  continue  to  be  administered  on  a peace- 
time basis  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  an  initial 
period  of  five  years  after  the  appointed  day  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act, 

The  Service  is  concerned  with  Bacteriology  and  Epideniology 
in  relation  to  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

Public  Health  Laboratories  are  situated  at  Walton  Street, 
Oxford,  and  at  Town  Hall,  Luton,  and  in  general  undertake  free  of 
charge  the  bacteriological  examination  of  such  specimens  as 
sputum,  nose  and  throat  swabs,  faeces,  urine,  blood,  etc.  The 
bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice- 
cream is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Luton, 

The  chemical  examination  of  water  is  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  Southwark  Borough  Council. 


3.  AI^IBULANGE  SERVICES, 

Since  the  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
194s,  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
ambulance  facilities  of  all  kinds.  The  Bucks  County  Council 
provides  an  ambulance  service  for  non-inf ectious  cases  for  the 
whole  of  the  County  through  the  agency  of  the  Order  of  St.John 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  Two  St.John’s  Anbulances 
are  stationed  in  Chesham, 


/jribulances  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  are  stationed 
at  Aylesbury  and  Slough. 


I wish  to  place  on  record  the  splendid  services  perfOTCed  by 
the  Chesham  St.John  Ambulance  Brigade  in  the  year  under  review 
The  transport  activities  of  their  ambulances  are  well  illustrated 
by  the  follov/ing  figures  v/hich  are  published  by  courtesy  of  tha 
Divisional  Superintendent,  Mr. H. J. Humphrey , 111,  High  Street, 
Chesham.

1 . WATER  SUPPLY . 


Briefly  the  Undertakings  within  the  Chesham  Urban  District  are 
as  follows  : - 


(a)  Chesham  Urban  District  Council  supply  a part  of  the  district 
which  can  be  conveniently  described  as  the  area  of  the  Urban  District 
prior  to  the  extension  of  boundaries  to  their  present  positiono  Th 
area  of  supply  is  1^357  acres  being  approximately  UO  par  cent„  of  th 
Urban  Area  (3,489  acres),  but  it  contains  about  78  per  cento  of  the 
total  number  of  dwelling-houses. 

(b)  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Mater  Company  serves^  what  we 
might  call  the  North-West  area  which  extends  roughly  from  Chartridge 
Lane  to  the  west  side  of  Vale  Road  in  the  Northern  part  of  the 
district.  Within  this  district  in  Pednor  Road  there  are  approxi- 
mately ten  dwelling-houses  which  have  individual  boreholes  and 
hand-pumps „ 

These  boreholes  are  subject  to  regular  sampling  and  the  water 
is  reported  to  be  of  high  bacterial  and  chemical  purity.

I am  satisfied  with  the  purity  of  the  water  from  all  under- 
takings within  the  Urban  District  of  Chesham  “both  in  regard  to  quality 
and  quant ity„  The  supplies  receive  no  treatment  other  than 

chlorination  and  the  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbosolvent 
action , 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  having  no  internal  water  supply 
is  small,  being  approximately  two  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
dwellings  and  many  of  these  would  have  been  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Acts  but  for  the  Gommencement  of  hostilities. 


2,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEV/AGE  DISPOSAL, 


Only  the  outlying  areas  of  the  District  remain  unsewered,  in 
areas  where,  due  to  the  contours  of  the  land,  the  necessary  fall  to 
the  sewage  farm  would  be  difficult  to  obtain.  The  Council’s  cess- 
pool emptying  machine  emptied  480  cesspools  during  19!51j  18?  of 
these  being  in  the  Urban  District,  whilst  the  renainder  were  in 
adjoining  areas.

8.  RODENT  CONTROL.' 

The  operation  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19U9, 
which  came  into  force  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  hs-s  entailed  little 
modification  of  the  Council’s  methods  of  rodent  control,  other  than 
to  extend  the  area  to  be  surveyed.  This  ha.s  becorae  necessary  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  Council’s  pov/ers  now  extend  to  agricultural 
hereditaments.  In  addition  to  the  regular  survey  of  the  District, 
the  Council ’s  sewers  are  treated  at  regular  intervals  with  satis- 
factory results.

Daring  the  year  6 samples  of  bottled  milk  in  respect  of  which 
the  special  designation  ’’Pasteurised”  was  in  use  were  collected  from 
licensed  distributors  in  the  area  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examinationc 

All  but  one  sample  passed  the  prescribed  tests  for  ’’Pasteurised” 
milko  The  sample  which  did  not  conform  to  the  standard  was  obtained 
from  a Dealer  whose  pasteurising  plant  is  situated  outside  the 
District  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  responsible  Local 
Authority  stated  at  the  time  that  the  probable  explanation  of  the 
uncatisf actoiy  result  was  a temporarv’’  breakdown  which  had  occurred  at 
the  plant.  Subsequent  samples  frcm  the  same  supply  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory .

Meat  Inspection  at  Slaughterhouse. 

The  Ministry  of  Pood,  continue  to  operate  the  slaughterhouse 
;ituated  on  the  premises  of  the  Ghesham,  Wycombe  and  Tring  Go-operative 
Society,  Ltd.,  High  Street,  Ghesham.  This  slaughterhouse,  which  is 
Df  modern  construction,  serves  as  a slaughtering  centre  for  the  supply 
3f  home-killed  beef,  veal  and  mutton  for  Ghesham  and  the  surrounding 
Listricts,  This  area  has  a population  of  over  50,000. 

There  has  been  a steady  increase  since  1946  in  the  amount  of 
ilaughtering  carried  out  and  this  increase  has  continued  during  the 
ear  under  review.  The  Council’s  Sanitar;^?'  Inspectors  are  responsible 
'or  the  examination  of  all  meat,  and  a system  of  lOOlo  inspection  is 
M operation.  This  vfork  has  involved  789  visits  to  the  slaughterhouse 
■uring  the  past  twelve  months.

examination  revealed  only  slight  infestations  and  in  no  case  was  it 
necessary  for  the  carcases  affected  t o be  totally  condemned.  As  a 
neasure  of  safety,  however,  all  carcases  and  offal  from  affected  animals 
were  sent  to  manufacturers  where  the  meat,  before  use  for  human  consump- 
tion was  subjected  to  suitable  treatment  to  render  the  cysts  harmless. 


In  an  effort  to  trace  the  sources  of  infection,  particulars  of 
affected  animals  were  sent  to  the  Riblic  Health  Departments  of  the 
Authorities  in  whose  areas  the  animals  were  last  known  to  have  been 
located,  with  a viev/  to  enquiries  being  made  on  the  farins  concerned.  No 
success  in  tracking  down  human  tapeworm  carriers  has,  however,  been 
reported.  The  chief  difficulty  met  with  in  investigations  appears  to 
be  the  fact  that  the  animals  concerned  have  passed  through  the  hands  of 
various  owners  prior  to  slaughter.

Prequent  visits  to  all  classes  of  food  premises  continued  to  he 
made  during  the  yearo  During  the  course  of  these  visits  every 
effort  was  made  to  encourage  the  occupiers  to  achieve  the  highest 
possible  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  conditions  under  which  food 
is  kept  or  sold  on  their  premises . It  is  satisfying  to  report  that 
the  majority  of  food  premises  in  this  District  now  ccsnply  with  the 
structural  standard  which  can  be  enforced  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act^  1938.. 

Defects  are,  however,  still  to  be  found  in  the  methods  of 
food  storage,  handling  and  displayo  Whilst  the  knowledge  of  possible 
risks  from  unhygienic  methods  is  undoubtedly  growing,  there  is  a 
need  to  educate  food  trade  workers  so  that  they  will  recognise  bad 
practices  and  adopt  higher  standards.

In  Octohery  1951?  a circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Pood  giving  the  Minister's  views  on  measures  that  can  he  taken 
to  prevent  dogs  being  brought  into  premises  in  which  food  is  sold. 
Whilst  agreeing  that  in  the  interests  of  hygiene  dogs  should  not 
be  allowed  in  food  premises,  the  Minister  was  of  the  opinion  that 
the  problem  was  one  for  voluntary  action  rather  than  prohibitive 
legislation. 

The  Minister  recommended  that  if  they  had  not  already  done  so 
local  authorities  should  consider  the  advantage  of  encouraging 
food  traders  to  display  a notice  signed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  requesting  customers  not  to  bring  dogs  into  the  premises. 

On  considering  the  matter,  this  Council  decided  to  adopt  this 
practice  and  gave  approval  for  the  printing  of  notices  modelled  on 
the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  and  for  their  distribution 
to  all  food  traders  in  this  District.
